EXTRACT. 
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ON THE UTILITY OF FROST CONDUCTORS, 


ONDUCTORS, or lightning 
rods, ave very well known to our readers. 
We have often {poke of the utility of this 
invention without fuccefs : We may, per- 
haps, be fortunate in mentioning the Froft 
Conduftor, as the expence of this experi- 
ment is but trifling, a tub of water and 
rope of ftraw being all that is neceffary, 
for preferving the bloffoms of our trees in 
the {fpring, from being killed. The firft 
who difcovered it was Baron Van Blen- 
enburgh, a Bohemian, and he gives the 
following defcription of it: 

The Froft Conduétor is made either of 
flraw or hemp. It is to be twifled round 
the trunk with the endin a tub, 
filled with well water; by finking a {imall 
ftone or weight to the end of the cord. 
One tub will ferve a number of trees 
ftanding nearly together. For thofe run- 
ning upawall, be cfrelul to place the tub 
free, andin fuch a pofition as not to be fhel- 
tered oy the limbs of the tree, fo that the 
troft can have ready accefs to, and operate 

n the waterin it, without any hindrance.

THE PORTER BREWERY. 


THE wholefome and excellent bever- 
age of Porter, obtained its nan.e about the 
vear 1730, from the following circum. 
ftances, which not having vet been prin- 
ted, we think them proper to record in 
Prior to the above mentioned 


period, the malt liqnors in genergl ule, 
were ale, beer, andtwo penny, anc it was 


‘ao call for a pint or tankard of fa’f ana 


cuffomary forthe drinkers of malt jiguors 
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half, i.e. a half of ale and half of beer, a 
half of ale and half of two-penny, or a 
half of beer and halt of two-penny. In 
courfe of time it allo became the praé€tice 
to callfora pint ortarkard of three threads, 
meal ing a third of beer, and two- 
penny ; and thus the publican had the 
trouble to go to tliree cafks, and turn three 
cocks forapint of liquor. To avoid this 
troulbl: and wafte, a brewer, of the name 
of Llarwood, conceived the idea of mak- 
ing a liquor which fhould partake of the 
united flavors of ale, beer, and two-pen- 
ny. Hedid fo, and fucceeded, calling it 
entire, or entire butt, meaniug that it was 
drawn entirely from one cafk or butt, and 
as it was a very hearty, nourifhing liquor, 
it was very fuitable tor porters and othe 
working people.—Hence it obtained its 
name of porter. 

Meffrs, Whitbread and Co’s. brewery, 
in Chifwell-fireet, near Moorfields, 1s the 
greatefl in London.—The commodity pro- 
duced in it is alfo efleemed to be of the 
beft quality of any brewed in the metrop- 
olis. The quantity of porter brewed in 
the year inthis houfe, has, when mait and 
hops were at a moderate price, been about 
200,000 barrels. 

here is one flone c:iftecn that contains 
3600 barrels, and there are 4g large oak 
vats, fomecf which contain 4500 barrels. 
One is 27 feet in height, 22 im diameter, 
furrounded with iron hoops at every four 
or five inches dittance, and towards the 
bottom covered with hoops. There are 
three boilers, each of which holds about 
500 barrels. 

One ot Mr. Wats’s fire nes work 
the machinery. It pumps the water, wort, 
and beer, grinds the malt, ftirs ihe 
tub confiantly when wanted and rarfes the 
calks out of the cellars. It is able to do 
the work of 7o horfes, though it is of a 
{mall fize, being only of ag4 inch cylin- 
der, and does not make more nonfe than a 
ipinning wheel. 

One of the moft curions parts of the 
machinery, is a {crew on the principle ot 
Archimedes which turns round in a fixed 
cafe, and literally fcrews the malt that is 
ground by-the mill, and convefs it to th 
top of the building, as the mill happens to 
be fituated rather teo |:

In the courfe of the operations, the beer 
is forced by a pump, in pipes under the 
ftreet, to a large building on the other 
fide, to be put in cafks. 

In the mafh-buts, which are about 20 
feet deep, there isa machine to ftir up the 
malt, that conflantly turns round, and is 
very ingenioufly managed, by means of a 
fcrew, fo as to rife and fall alternately 
to move alternately atthe top, the middle, 
and the bettom. 

Whether the great fize, oringenuity of 
contrivance, ts confidered, this brewery 
is one of the greateft curiofities that is 
to be feen any where, and certainly little 
lefs than half a million flersing is employ- 
edin machinery, buildings and materials. 

We muft not omit here to mentior, in 
contradiétion to a long and ill founded be- 
licf, that Thames water alone woula make 
good porter, thatin this large brewery the 
water ufed is not from the Thames, but 
from the New-River. 

The quantity of porter brewed in Lon- 
don annually, exceeds 1,200,000 barrels, 
ol 36 gallons each.

er to obtain, from fources, entirely cor- 
rei, ™ 

It is generally known, that this great 
work was begua under the aufpices of 
Gen. Wathington a few years after the 
revolutionary war: about five hundred 
thoufand dollars have been expended in 
its profecution ; feveral years muft firft e- 
Jlapte, betare the whole of the objeét in the 
contemplaion of the company, can be 
competely effeéted. Enough, however, 
has been accomplifhed, to afford fuch ta- 
cility to the back inhabitants, thatgart of 
the country, fo remote from apy fea‘port 
by land conveyance, a8 to prohibit the 
raifing any thing for fate, except cattle, 
Lave become, and are daily. becoming the 
beft grain fertlements in the Atlantic flates.

In this year there has been no interrup- 
tion in the navigation for the want of wae 
ter, or too great draft of the boats: large 
quantities o! flour, timber and other artic- 
les have defcended the tiver; and the 
proipeéis are fuch as to leave no doubt, 
that every thing inthe upper country pre- 
pared or preparing for water tran{pora- 
tion, will readily find is way to market, 
in the prefent feafon. One gentleman, 
a rich enterprifing farmer in Frederick 
county, Maryland, refiding fome miles 
higher up the river Monocacy than Freder- 
icktown, has already fent his boat five 
times to this marker, fince the breeking up 
of the froft, and has delivered upwards of 
500 bbls. of flour. 

There are feveral flreams that difcharge 
themfelves into the main branch of the 
river, fume of which are fcarcly lefs im- 
portant than the river ufelt. The moft 
coufiderable are the Shenandoah, the South 
Branch, the Monocacy, and the Canoch- 
ocheague. The fouth branch ts now nav- 
igable 50 or Go miles, the Monocacy, a- 
bont half that diflance and imo the heart 
of Frederick county the large#, ncheft, and 
moft produtive county in Maryland—the 
other two branches are not i a flate of fo 
much improvement, but the whole erer. 
gies of the company are now direfled to 
an operation on the Shenandoah, which 
will coft 40 or 50/000 dollars, and which 
when finithed, willadd to our prefent in- 
land navigation, little fhort of gco miles, 
and in the fineft country of*the United 
States, 

From thefe data, the public will draw 
its own conclufions.
